The prior art neither teaches nor suggests the claimed isolated nucleic acid comprising SEQ ID 
NO: 4 or its full length complementary strand, isolated nucleic acid molecule encoding an 
enzyme with glycosyltransferase activity comprising at least one nucleotide sequence encoding a 
catalytic domain of SEQ ID NO: 3 and located 3' of a sequence encoding a glucan binding 
domain, expression vector comprising said isolated nucleic acid, and host cell transformed by 
said expression vector.
